The suspension order, involving 
158,000 men and 828 mines, was 
issued last night by John L. Lewis, 
president of the United Mine 
Workers of America. 

“Your Scale Committee,” read 


the call to the miners, “charged 
with the responsibility of makinz 


to arrive at any understanding on 
effecting wages or conditions of 
employment to be effective after 

Aug. 31, 1925. 

“Therefore, our membership in 
districts No. 1, 7 and 9, is advised 
that no contract being in effect, a 
suspension of mining will automat- 
jeally take place at midnight Mon- 
day.” 

The operators and miners today 
reached an agreement on the ques- 
tion of maintenance men for work 
in the mines during the suspension. 

The arrangement provided that 
“normal conditions that obtained 
éuring idl periods in the past shall 
be the basis for this agreement.“ 

‘Meanwhile the miners’ Scale 
Committee which gigned the call 
announced it would “continue to 
use every influence to bring about, 
if possible, a general agreement 
which will mean substantial prog- 
ress for the anthracite mine work- 
ers.” 

Cost of Strike. 

iW. W. Inglis, chairman: of the 
operators’ Scale Committee, with 
which the miners broke off nego- 
tlations at Atiantic City Aug. 4, 
pronounced the suspension call 
“entirely unnecessary.” The men 
would lose more than $1,000,000 a 
day in wages, he said, business con- 
ditions in the region would be up- 
eet, and the hard coal market as a 
whole was sure to be still further 
invaded by fuel substitutes. 

* Inglis said that failure tin

The Treasury figured the French 
debt, in principal, to Great

The 
United States does not compound 
its interest against the war debtors. 

France is to pay Britain £12,504,- 
000 a year for 62 years. That is 
only £152,000,000 more than the te- 
tal debt, so that the Interest ate 
figures down to les than one-half 
of 1 per cent, as the Treasury 
views it.

Miles of Road Received. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Avg. 28.— 
The State Highway Commission to- 
day received a total of 604 bids 
from contractors. on construction 
of 207 miles of road and 36 Small 
bridges in 23 counties. The esti- 
mated cost of the work is approxi- 
mately $5,000,000. 

Included in the post bids were 
81 bids on nine concrete paving 
projects in Callaway and Boone 
Counties, on State Highway No. 2,

CRAZED MAN SHOOTS 
FIVE AT DANCE HALL 


Intoxicated Oklahoman Ap- 
pears at Window and Begins 
Firing Shotgun

OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., Aug. 2%.
